1  The  Rates,  Rules  and  Regulations  set  forth  in  the  following 
pages  are  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  intending  partici- 
pants and  others  interested  in  the  transportation  of  exhibits 

j  and  merchandise  to  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Expo- 
sition. 

Railway,  Express  and  Steamship  rates  and  consolidation 
arrangements  shown  herein  are  published  for  information  only, 
and  no  responsibility  is  assumed  by  the  Exposition  in  connection 
with  these  rates  or  arrangements,  except  those  named  for  hand- 
ling and  delivery  of  exhibits  by  the  Exposition  within  the 
Exposition  grounds. 

The  reduced  rate  and  free  return  privilege  provided  herein 
applies  only  to  bona  fide  exhibits  regularly  accepted,  installed 
and  certihed. 

The  intention  of  the  rules  and  instructions  contained  in  this 
publication  is  to  make  plain  and  simple  the  requirements  and 
the  procedure  necessary  to  facilitate  prompt  and  satisfactory 
handling  of  all  shipments. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION  AND  INSTRUCTIONS. 


1.  (a)  All  exliibits  must  be  addressed  to  the  President  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  San  Francisco, 
California,  U.  S.  A. 

(b)  Necessary  Invoices,  Notice  of  Shipment,  Certificates, 
Bills  of  Lading,  etc.,  for  Custom  House  Clearances  on  imported 
exhibits  must  be  procured,  properly  filled  out,  and  forwarded. 

It  is  imperative  that  the  regulations  governing  the  forwarding 
of  the  "Notice  of  Shipment"  be  complied  with,  and  exhibitors 
should  note  carefully  the  instructions  upon  the  Notice  of  Ship- 
ment blank,  which  are  a  part  of  these  regulations.  See  copy 
on  page  44. 

(c)  All   charges   for   transportation,   including  terminal 
charges,  must  be  prepaid.    (See  page  17.) 

(d)  The  regulations  of  the  Division  of  Exhibits  provide  that 
all  exhibits  except  renewals,  perishable  and  live  stock,  must  be 
installed  prior  to  February  20,  191.5,  and  that  no  exhibit  shall 
be  removed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  during  the  Exposition  period 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Chief  of  the  Department. 
This  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  packing  for  shipment. 

PACKING. 

2.  Exhibits  and  merchandise  should  be  securely  packed  to 
insure  safe  handling  and  transportation.  Where  boxes  or  crates  ! 
are  used  in  packing,  screws  should  be  employed  instead  of  nails 
or  metal  hoops ;  boxes  and  crates  can  then  be  taken  apart,  packed 
flat,  stored  at  less  expense  and  be  reassembled  for  return  ship- 
ment more  readily.  The  lid,  end,  top  or  place  to  be  opened 
should  be  plainly  marked  on  each  package.  The  return  address 
should  be  marked  on  the  inside  of  case  where  it  will  not  be 
defaced  in  opening. 
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EXHIBITS  AND  MERCHANDISE  FOR  DIFFERENT 

BUILDINGS. 


3.  Exhibits  and  merchandise  intended  for  different  build- 
ings should  be  placed  in  separate  packages.  Do  not  include 
goods  or  material  for  more  than  one  building  in  the  same  package. 

LIST  OF  GOODS  IN  PACKAGE. 

4.  Each  package  must  contain  a  correct  list  of  the  goods 
packed  therein.  This  list  must  be  numbered  to  correspond  with 
the  package  number  and  so  placed  within  the  package  as  to  be 
accessible  when  the  box  or  container  is  opened  and  its  location 
designated  by  suitable  marks  on  the  outside.  This  list  must  be 
made  in  triplicate,  and  one  copy  mailed  to  Director  of  Exhibits, 
one  placed  inside  the  package,  and  the  other  retained  by  the 
shipper. 

LABELS  AND  MARKS. 

5.  Each  package  should  have  affixed  to  it  two  or  more 
direction  labels  or  tags.  Boxes  and  crates  should  be  marked  on 
at  least  two  (but  not  opposite)  sides.  Barrels  should  be  marked 
on  the  side  and  on  both  ends. 

Each  package  must  be  plainly  addressed  and  marked  as 
follows: 

(a)  The  President  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Ex- 
position, San  Francisco,  U.  S.  A. 

(b)  Name  and  address  of  exhibitor,  owner  or  concession- 
aire. 

(c)  Package  number  and  number  of  packages  in  the  ship- 
ment. Do  not  duplicate,  but  use  package  numbers  consecu- 
tively throughout,  where  more  than  one  shipment  is  made. 

(d)  Name  of  the  forwarder  or  agent  at  the  port  of  first 
arrival  in  the  United  States. 

(e)  Steamship  line  and  port  of  first  arrival. 
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(f)  Shipper's  name,  point,  and  date  of  shipment. 

(g)  Location  of  allotted  space,  viz : 

(a)  Building. 

(b)  Block  Number. 

(c)  Space  Number. 

Direction  labels  and  tags  printed  in  proper  form  with  spaces 
for  the  foregoing  information  marks  and  directions  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Director  of  Exhibits. 

BILLS  OF  LADING  AND  INVOICES. 

6.  (a)  Two  signed  Bills  of  Lading  are  required  on  all 
foreign  exliibits;  one  for  surrender  to  the  Custom  House  and  one 
for  file  by  the  Exposition  for  the  purpose  of  securing  free  or 
special  rate  on  return  exhibit. 

(b)  On  exhibits  shipped  direct  to  San  Francisco  by  steam- 
ship the  two  signed  bills  of  lading  must  be  mailed  to  the  Director 
of  Exhibits  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition. 

(c)  On  exhibits  shipped  to  any  United  States  port  of  first 
arrival  other  than  San  Francisco,  one  of  the  signed  bills  of 
lading  must  be  mailed  to  consignee  at  port  of  first  arrival  and 
the  other  one  to  the  Director  of  Exhibits,  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition. 

J  (d)  Bills  of  Lading  covering  exhibits  must  show  the  precise 
routes  via  which  such  exhibits  are  to  be  transported,  specifying 
in  detail  every  carrier  from  shipping  point  to  the  Exposition, 
in  order  that  exhibited  articles  entitled  to  free  return  or  special 
rate  may  be  returned  via  the  exact  routes  first  used. 

(e)  Bills  of  Lading  covering  exhibits  and  merchandise  must 
show  full  information,  viz:  Package  Numbers,  Marks  and 
Description  of  Articles,  Building,  Block  Number  and  Space 
Number  to  which  the  goods  are  destined.  Terminal  charges, 
and  transportation  rate  proper  from  shipping  point  must  be 
shown  separately. 
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Shippers  should  be  sure  that  property  is  fully  and  correctly 
described  as  to  classification  and  rating  and  furnish  exact  gross 
weights  in  all  cases,  and  insist  upon  having  the  amount  of 
charges  prepaid  shown  in  the  bill  of  lading  and  duly  receipted 
for  by  the  carrier's  agent.  Writing  the  word  "Prepaid"  is  not 
sufficient;  the  exact  amount  must  be  shown. 

(f)  Every  shipment  must  be  covered  by  an  invoice  showing 
the  name  of  the  shipper,  the  exhibitor  and  the  consignee  or 
agent  at  the  port  of  first  arrival,  with  a  detailed  description  of 
each  of  the  articles,  distinguishing  marks  and  numbers,  etc.,  as 
|)rovided  for  by  the  United  States  Customs  Regulations  (see 
page  35).  This  invoice  should  be  made  in  triplicate  if  shipment 
is  sent  direct  by  vessel  to  San  Francisco.  If  sent  to  some  other 
port  for  transportation  by  rail  or  otherwise,  the  invoice  should  be 
made  in  quadruplicate.  In  each  case  one  copy  of  the  invoice 
must  be  sent  direct  to  the  Collector  of  Customs,  San  Francisco, 
and  one  copy  to  the  Director  of  Exhibits,  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition,  San  Francisco,  and  in  cases  of  shipments 
sent  to  another  port  for  transshipment  to  San  Francisco,  a  copy 
of  the  invoice  should  be  sent  to  the  consignee  of  the  goods  at 
the  port  of  first  arrival  and  one  to  the  consignee  or  exhibitor  in 
San  Francisco,  in  addition  to  those  forwarded  to  the  Collector 
of  Customs  and  to  the  Director  of  Exhibits. 

(g)  Wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  shippers  are  urged  to 
forward  the  Notices  of  Shipment,  Bills  of  Lading  and  Invoices 
ahead  of  the  actual  shipment  so  that  they  will  reach  the  Expo- 
sition before  the  goods  arrive.  This  may  not  be  possible  in  all 
cases,  but  where  it  can  be  accomplished  it  is  most  desirable. 

7.  MARINE  INSURANCE. 

Going. 

Marine  Insurance  on  shipments  direct  to  San  Francisco 
should  cover  lighterage  where  necessary  at  port  of  first  arrival 
and  at  San  Francisco, 

Returning. 

On  shipments  of  exhibits  returned  free  of  charge,  absolute 
release  is  demanded  by  the  railroad  and  steamship  companies. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  such  shipments  may 
be  insured  against  risk  while  on  raih"oad  and  steamship. 

CONSIGNEE  AT  PORT  OF  FIRST  ARRIVAL. 

8.  All  shipments  not  forwarded  to  San  Francisco  direct  by 
water,  must  be  consigned  to  an  agent  or  forwarder  at  the  port 
of  first  arrival,  who  will  attend  to  the  Customs  business  incident 
to  the  transfer  of  shipment  from  the  importing  carrier  to  a 
bonded  route  (see  page  14)  for  transportation  to  San  Francisco, 

At  the  port  of  New  York  the  Exposition  has  arranged 
with  Gerhard  &  Hey,  21-24  State  Street,  to  assist  exhibitors 
and  others  in  receiving  and  forwarding  exhibits  and  merchan- 
dise (see  page  13).  Exhibitors  may  forward  shipments  in  care  of 
this  firm,  who  will  attend  to  Customs  formalities  at  customary 
charges. 

A  list  of  transcontinental  bonded  carriers  will  be  found  in 
the  following  pages.  Each  of  these  carriers  maintain  agencies 
at  the  various  ports  reached  by  their  respective  lines,  who  will 
act  as  consignees  and  forwarders  of  exhibits  (see  page  14).  The 
charges  for  their  services  will  be  uniform  in  all  cases. 

PREPAYMENT  OF  ALL  CHARGES. 

9.  On  all  shipments  destined  to  the  Exposition,  prepayment 
of  freight,  terminal  and  switching  charges  will  be  required  at 
points  of  origin ;  and  on  returned  shipments  prepayment  will  be 
required  at  San  Francisco,  California,  of  the  terminal  and 
switching  charges  thereat. 

Shippers  should  furnish  gross  weights  in  all  cases  and  insist 
upon  having  the  amount  of  charges  prepaid  shown  in  the  Bill 
of  Lading  and  duly  receipted  for  by  the  carrier's  agent.  Writing 
the  word  "Prepaid"  is  not  sufficient;  the  exact  amount  must  be 
shown. 

The  terminal  charges  shown  on  page  17  include  dehvery  on 
or  adjacent  to  the  allotted  space  and  will  be  made  in  each 
direction. 
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No  shipments  will  be  removed  from  Exhibit  Palaces  or  the 
Exposition  grounds  until  the  terminal  charges  (and  storage 
charges,  if  any)  have  been  paid. 

RECEIPTS  FOR  EXHIBITS. 

10.  When  exhibits  are  delivered  on  or  adjacent  to  their 
allotted  space,  receipt  must  be  acknowledged  on  proper  form, 
either  by  the  owner  or  his  authorized  agent.  An  authorized 
representative  should  be  on  hand  to  take  charge  of  exhibits  on 
arrival  or  within  a  reasonable  time,  otherwise  they  will  be  liable 
to  storage  at  the  risk  and  expense  of  the  owner. 

Deliveries  to  State,  Foreign  or  Special  Buildings,  other  than 
the  Exhibit  Palaces,  will  be  considered  effected  when  tendered 
at  the  nearest  point  to  which  truck  can  be  driven.  If  no  author- 
ized person  is  on  hand  to  accept  and  receipt  for  property  so 
tendered,  the  goods  will  be  sent  to  storage  at  the  risk  and 
expense  of  the  owner. 

STORAGE. 

11.  Warehouses  for  the  storage  of  exhibits,  material  and 
merchandise  have  been  provided  for  the  accommodation  of 
exhibitors.  This  service  will  be  performed  in  the  capacity  of 
warehousemen  only,  and  no  liability  for  loss  or  damage  by  fire 
will  be  assumed.  Insurance  may  be  obtained  by  exhibitors  if 
desired. 

STORAGE— EMPTY  PACKAGES. 

12.  The  Exposition  will  take  charge  of  the  removal  of 
packing  material  and  empty  packing  cases,  storing  and  return 
to  allotted  space  at  the  close  of  the  Exposition.  For  this  service 
a  charge  will  be  made  of  5  cents  per  cubic  foot  for  actual  space 
occupied.  Minimum  charge  50  cents  for  any  one  lot.  Proper 
forms  will  be  provided  on  which  application  for  storage  of  empty 
packing  cases  must  be  made  promptly  after  cases  are  made 
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empty.  Empty  packing  cases  and  packing  material  on  which 
no  apphcation  for  storage  has  been  received  within  24  hours  of 
the  time  made  empty,  will  be  considered  by  the  Exposition  as 
having  been  abandoned  and  so  treated. 

This  service  will  be  performed  in  the  capacity  of  warehouse- 
men only,  and  no  liability  for  loss  or  damage  by  fire  will  be 
assumed.    Insurance  may  be  obtained  by  exhibitor  if  desired. 

Packing  material  such  as  excelsior,  straw,  paper,  burlap,  etc., 
must  be  packed  in  empty  cases  or  carefully  wrapped  and  baled 
for  storage.  Under  no  circumstances  will  such  packing 
material  be  received  for  storage  loose  or  in  open  packages. 
Careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  question  of  pre- 
serving material  originally  used  in  packing  so  that  it  may  be 
available  for  repacking  after  the  close  of  the  Exposition.  All 
waste  packing  material,  rubbish,  etc.,  will  be  removed  by  the 
Division  of  Works  at  exhibitor's  expense  under  the  established 
schedule  of  charges  for  such  service.  It  will  not  be  permitted 
to  remain  in  the  buildings. 

REMOVAL  OF  EXHIBITS. 

13.  The  regulations  of  the  Exposition  provide  that  imme- 
diately after  the  close  of  the  Exposition,  exhibitors  must  remove 
their  exhibits  and  the  construction  installed  in  connection  there- 
with, such  removal  to  be  completed  before  March  15,  1916. 
Any  exhibit  or  other  material  not  removed  on  or  before  April  1, 
1916,  will  be  considered  as  having  been  abandoned  by  the  owner, 
and  will  be  subject  to  removal  at  his  expense,  or  will  be  disposed 
of  as  the  Exposition  Company  may  see  fit. 

The  Exposition  has  provided  facilities  for  filing  and  preserv- 
ing all  papers  necessary  to  secure  the  free  or  reduced  rate  to 
which  exhibits  are  entitled.  All  possible  assistance  will  be 
rendered  exhibitors,  and  this  part  of  the  work  will  be  simplified 
and  expedited  in  every  way. 

Careful  comphance  by  the  exhibitor,  however,  in  the  matter 
of  filling  out  and  forwarding  Notice  of  Shipment,  Bills  of  Lading, 
Invoices,  Certificates,  etc.,  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  these 
advantages. 
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CONSOLIDATION  OF  LESS-CARLOAD  SHIPMENTS. 


14.  Arrangements  for  the  consolidation  of  less-than-carload 
shipments  for  forwarding  to  the  Exposition  in  through  carloads 
have  been  made.  By  means  of  this  arrangement,  exhibitors  and 
others  may  forward  less-than-carload  shipments  to  New  York 
or  other  ports  of  entry  and  secure  the  benefit  of  a  through 
carload  rate  via  either  railway  or  steamship,  plus  a  charge  for 
the  consolidation  service  —  from  New  York  and  other  ports 
to  the  Exposition.

INFORMATION  CONCERNING  BONDED  CARRIERS. 

15.  Each  of  the  Bonded  Carriers  maintain  agencies  at  the 
various  United  States  ports,  which  they  serve.  Some  of  them 
also  maintain  agencies  at  foreign  ports,  as  designated  in  the 
following  list,  who  will  act  as  agents  and  forwarders  of  exhibits 
and  merchandise.  The  charges  for  their  services  are  uniform 
in  all  cases. 

In  order  to  avoid  annoyance,  delay  and  possible  extra 
expense,  necessary  documents  for  entry  purposes  must  be  in 
possession  of  the  agent  or  forwarder  at  Port  of  First  Arrival  not 
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later  than  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  carrying  the  goods,  and 
wherever  possible  should  arrive  in  advance.

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GENERAL   INFORMATION   COVERING   RATES  AND 
RULES  GOVERNING  THE  TRANSPORTATION 
OF  EXHIBITS  BY  RAIL. 

16.  The  railroads  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  have 
uniformly  adopted  a  tariff  of  full  rates  on  the  forward  journey 
and  free  return  of  exhibits  which  have  actually  been  on  exhi- 
bition and  have  not  changed  ownership. 

The  following  Rules,  Rates  and  Regulations  govern: 
First. — The  rail  carriers  will  carry  free  returning  all  prop- 
erty (except  race  horses  and  vehicles  [including  automobiles] 
used  for  racing  purposes)  exhibited  at  said  Exposition,  that  has 
paid  full  freight  charges  to  the  same,  provided  the  return  ship- 
ment is  offered  for  transportation  within  ninety  (90)  days  after 
the  close  of  the  Exposition,  accompanied  by  receipted  freight 
bills  showing  charges  paid  on  freight  going  and  a  certificate  of 
a  duly  authorized  official  of  the  Exposition,  certifying  that  the 
goods  have  been  on  exhibit  and  have  not  changed  ownership. 

Second. — The  commodities  enumerated  in  the  following  list, 
which  are  likely  to  be  shipped  for  exhibition  at  said  Exposition, 
and  which,  owing  to  their  nature,  it  may  not  be  desired  to  return, 
will  be  carried  from  Galveston,  Tex.,  New  Orleans,  La.,  Chicago, 
111.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  also  by  water  and  rail  from  New 
York  piers  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Co. -Atlantic  Steamship 
Line  (Morgan  Line),  Mallory  Steamship  Co.,  and  Old  Do- 
minion Steamship  Co.,  to  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  at  rate  of  60 
cents  per  100  lbs.,  in  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  based  on  mini- 
mum weight  of  20,000  lbs.,  for  each  car  used: 
Agricultural  Products. 
Building  Material,  viz: 

Granite,  Marble,  Stone,  Slate,  Brick  and  Terra  Gotta. 
Educational  Exhibits  loaned,  sold  or  donated  by  schools,  colleges 

and  educational  institutions. 
Floricultural  Products. 
Forest  Products. 
Horticultural  Products. 
Samples  of  Cereals  and  Grasses. 
Specimens,  viz: 

Anthropological,  Botanical,  Fossil,  Historical  and  Mineral. 
(Including  Maps,  Statistics,  Drawings  and  Photographs  not  adver- 
tising any  individual  trade.) 
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Third. — Exhibits  (all  kinds)  the  property  of  the  United 
States  or  foreign  governments,  will  be  carried  from  Galveston, 
Tex.,  New  Orleans,  La.,  Chicago,  111.,  or  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  to 
San  Francisco  at  rate  of  $1.72  per  100  lbs.  in  less-than-carload 
quantities,  and  $1.50  per  100  lbs.  in  carload  quantities,  minimum 
carload  weight  12,000  lbs.  The  minirnum  charge  for  any  single 
shipment  will  be  $2.00. 

Fourth. — The  following  conditions  will  govern  articles 
entitled  to  free  return: 

Paid  freight  bills  showing  the  precise  routes  first  used,  and 
certificates  signed  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Exposition, 
must  be  surrendered  to  show  that  exhibited  articles  paid 
freight  one  way  and  have  not  changed  ownership. 

It  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  shipments  of  ex- 
hibits entitled  to  free  rate  returning  must  be  returned  via 
same  routes  first  used. 

They  must  be  consigned  to  the  points  from  which  they  were 
sent  on  the  forward  journeys  and  over  the  same  routes 
first  used. 

Release  must  be  executed  upon  the  agreed  form  (see  page  19), 
releasing  the  carriers  from  liability  on  the  return  journey 
in  consideration  of  free  rate  returning. 

No  charges  will  be  advanced  on  articles  returned  free. 

Persons  accompanying  exhibits  which  are  returned  free  will 
be  charged  fare. 

TERMINAL  CHARGES  AT  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Fifth. — To  the  rates  and  other  charges  on  exhibits  and 
merchandise  to  San  Francisco  there  will  be  added  a  terminal 
charge  made  by  the  Exposition  Terminal  Railway  Company  as 
follows:

On  heavy  or  bulky  articles,  either  foreign  or  domestic, 
exceeding  tliree  (3)  tons  in  weight,  the  extra  cost  of  handling  by 
the  Exposition  from  cars  or  wharves  to  allotted  space  will  be 
charged  for  under  special  agreement  to  be  made  in  advance 
with  the  Exposition  Terminal  Railway  Company. 

On  railway  equipment  on  its  own  wheels,  also  on  Live  Stock 
in  carloads,  the  following  rates  for  handling  within  the  Expo- 
sition grounds  will  be  made.

Regulations  for  Panama- Pacific  International  Exposition. 

Treasury  Department,  March  11, 191U. 

To  collectors  and  other  officers  of  the  customs: 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  section  1  of  the  act  approved  September  18, 
1913,  which  reads  as  follows: 

An  Act  Providing  for  the  free  importation  of  articles  intended  for  foreign  buildings  and 
exhibits  at  the  Panama-Paciflc  International  Exposition,  and  for  the  protection  of 
foreign  exhibitors. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  articles  that  shall  be  imported  from  foreign  countries  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibition,  and  articles  and  material  imported  solely  for  use  in  constructing, 
in.stalling  and  maintaining  foreign  buildings  and  exhibits  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition  upon  which  there  shall  be  a  tarifl"  or  customs  duty  shall  be  admitted 
free  of  the  payment  of  duty,  customs  fees,  or  charges,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  at  any  time  during  the  Expo- 
sition to  sell  for  delivery  at  the  discretion  of  the  Exposition  Company  any  goods  or  prop- 
erty imported  for  and  actually  on  exhibition  in  the  Exposition  buildings  or  grounds,  subject 
to  such  regulations  for  the  security  of  the  revenue  and  for  the  collection  of  import  duties 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe:  Provided,  That  all  such  articles  when 
sold  or  withdrawn  for  consumption  or  use  in  the  United  States  sheJl  be  subject  to  the  duty, 
if  any,  imposed  upon  such  articles  by  the  revenue  laws  in  force  at  the  date  of  withdrawal! 
and  on  such  articles  as  shall  have  suffered  diminution  or  deterioration  from  incidental 
handling  and  necessary  exposure  the  duty,  if  paid,  shall  be  assessed  according  to  the 
appraised  value  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  for  consumption  or  use,  and  the  penalties  pre- 
scribed by  law  shall  be  enforced  against  any  person  guilty  of  illegal  sale,  use,  or  withdrawad. 

REGULATIONS. 

Regulations  thereunder  are  hereby  prescribed  as  follows: 

Exhibits. 

I.  Marking  of  packages. — Foreign  shippers  should  affix  to  each  package 
of  exhibits  labels  8  by  12  inches  in  size,  bearing  in  plain  letters  the  inscription 
"Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition."  Such  packages  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  president  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition, 
San  Francisco,  Cal.,  U.  S.  A.,  and  show  the  name  of  the  consignee  or  agent  at 
port  of  first  arrival  in  the  United  States,  shipping  marks  or  numbers,  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  exhibitor. 

II.  Invoices. — Every  exhibit  shall  be  covered  by  an  invoice  showing  the 
names  of  the  shipper,  the  exhibitor,  and  the  consignee  or  agent  at  the  port  of 
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first  arrival,  with  a  detailed  description  of  each  of  the  articles  and  distinguish- 
ing marks  and  numbers.  The  invoice  must  also  contain  a  statement  of  the 
quantity  and  market  value  of  each  of  the  articles  in  the  country  from  which 
exported.  This  invoice  must  be  signed  by  the  shipper,  but  no  further  declara- 
tion or  verification  will  be  required.  If  the  shipment  is  sent  direct  by  vessel 
to  San  Francisco,  the  invoice  must  be  made  in  duplicate.  If  sent  to  another 
port  for  transportation  by  rail  or  otherwise,  the  invoice  must  be  made  in 
triplicate.  In  each  case  one  copy  of  the  invoice  must  be  sent  direct  to  the 
collector  of  customs  at  San  Francisco,  and  in  case  of  shipments  sent  to  another 
port  for  transshipment  to  San  Francisco,  a  copy  of  the  invoice  should  be  sent 
to  the  consignee  of  the  goods  at  the  first  port  of  arrival  and  one  to  the  consignee 
or  exhibitor  at  San  Francisco. 

III.  Entry  at  port  of  first  arrival. — The  consignee  at  the  port  of  first  arrival 
must  present  at  the  custom  house  his  copy  of  the  invoice  with  the  bill  of  lading 
and  make  entry  in  duplicate  upon  a  special  form  for  immediate  transporta- 
tion without  appraisement  to  be  furnished  to  collectors  by  the  Treasury 
Department.  The  consolidation  of  different  shipments  in  one  entry  will 
not  be  permitted.  Each  entry  will  comprise  the  consignment  of  a  single 
exhibit  only.  The  goods  shall  be  consigned  on  the  I.  T.  entry  to  the  col- 
lector of  customs  at  San  Francisco,  Gal.  No  computation  of  duties  will  be 
made  at  the  port  of  first  arrival,  but  the  amount  to  be  charged  on  the  bond 
of  the  carrier  will  be  double  the  invoice  value.  The  names  of  bonded  carriers 
will  be  furnished  by  the  collector  at  the  port  of  first  arrival  upon  application. 

IV.  Subsequent  procedure  at  the  port  of  first  arrival. — Collectors  of  customs 
shall  conform  the  subsequent  procedure  at  the  port  of  first  arrival,  and  in  the 
transportation  of  the  goods,  so  far  as  applicable,  to  the  procedure  in  the 
case  of  other  goods  entered  for  immediate  transportation  without  appraise- 
ment. Special  forms  of  permits  and  manifests  will  be  furnished  to  collectors 
by  the  Treasury  Department  for  use  in  connection  with  the  entry  and 
forwarding  of  such  exhibits. 

V.  Procedure  at  San  Francisco. — 

1.  As  the  invoices  of  foreign  goods  intended  for  exhibition  are  received, 
all  the  papers  for  each  separate  shipment  will  be  given  a  serial  number. 

2.  Upon  the  arrival  at  San  Francisco  of  any  car  containing  exhibits,  the 
conductor  or  agent  of  the  transportation  company  will  report  such  arrival 
by  the  presentation  of  the  manifest  to  the  proper  customs  officer,  who  shall 
compare  the  same  with  the  copies  of  the  invoice  and  manifest  received  by 
mail. 

3.  As  soon  as  a  shipment  of  goods  is  received  marked  for  exhibition,  the 
coUector  will  notify  the  exposition  officials  of  the  arrival  and  request  them  to 
state  whether  such  goods  have  been  accepted  as  exhibits;  and  if  so,  in  what 
building  the  same  are  to  be  placed. 
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4.  Upon  receipt  from  the  Exposition  officials  of  the  information  that  the 
goods  have  been  accepted  as  exhibits,  the  packages  may  be  transferred  from 
the  importing  vessel  or  cars  to  the  designated  building  or  place  in  the  expo- 
sition grounds.  The  transfer  will  be  made  by  a  bonded  truckman.  A  large 
placard  should  be  firmly  attached  to  each  package  warning  all  persons  that 
the  case  is  not  to  be  opened  except  in  the  presence  of  a  customs  officer.  Each 
package  should  be  plainly  marked  with  the  serial  number  of  the  invoice 
covering  such  shipment. 

5.  After  the  goods  have  been  placed  in  the  exhibition  building  an  inspector 
should  be  designated  to  superintend  the'opening  of  the  packages  at  such  time 
as  may  be  requested  by  the  exhibitor.  The  inspector  should  be  furnished 
with  the  custom  house  invoice  and  should  check  off  each  article  as  taken 
from  the  packing  case,  and  will  require  the  importer  or  exhibitor  to  paste 
upon  or  securely  fasten  to  each  article  a  label  bearing  the  same  serial  number 
as  the  invoice,  the  marks  and  numbers  of  the  case  from  which  the  article  is 
taken  and  the  invoice  number  of  the  article,  in  order  that  each  article  may 
be  easily  identified  with  the  invoice. 

6.  Memoranda  should  be  made  of  all  articles  found  short  or  over,  and 
when  the  checking  is  completed,  the  inspector  should  make  a  report  upon  the 
invoice,  returning  the  same  to  the  custom  house. 

7.  Exhibits  may  be  entered  for  consumption  in  the  same  manner  and 
subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  law  and  regulations  as  other  imported 
merchandise,  but  no  certified  invoice  will  be  required,  and  on  such  articles 
as  shall  have  suffered  diminution  in  value  or  deterioration  from  incidental 
handling  and  necessary  exposure,  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  appraised 
value  at  the  time  of  withdrawal.  No  reduction  of  duty  will  be  made  for 
deterioration  or  damage  occurring  after  the  appraisement  has  been  made. 

8.  At  the  custom  house  a  ledger  shall  be  kept  in  which  should  be  entered 
each  shipment,  using  the  serial  number  of  the  invoice  as  bond  numbers  are 
in  the  regular  warehouse  ledger.  Each  shipment  should  be  entered  by  marks 
and  numbers,  and  credits  made  on  the  ledger  when  duty  is  paid  or  the  goods 
withdrawn  for  transportation  or  exportation  at  the  close  of  the  exposition. 

M.  Exhibits  from  foreign  contiguous  territory. — These  regulations  will 
also  apply  to  exhibits  from  foreign  contiguous  territory.  All  such  exhibits, 
except  live  stock,  arriving  from  Canada  or  Mexico  in  through  cars  under 
customs  seals,  must  be  consigned  by  the  foreign  shipper  to  the  collector  of 
customs  at  San  Francisco. 

MI.  Customs  status  of  exposition  premises. — The  buildings  and  places 
set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  the  exposition  are  constituted  "constructive 
bonded  warehouses  and  yards"  and  all  foreign  articles  placed  therein  will  be 
treated  the  same  as  merchandise  in  bond.  No  warehouse  entry,  however, 
will  be  required  at  San  Francisco  in  order  to  obtain  entrance  for  such  goods, 
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but  they  will  be  kept  under  customs  supervision  in  accordance,  so  far  as 
practicable,  with  the  general  regulations  governing  merchandise  in  bonded 
warehouses. 

VIII.  Sale  and  delivery  of  exhibits. — Sales  of  actual  exhibits  may  be 
made  at  any  time  during  the  exposition  for  delivery  at  the  discretion  of  the 
exposition  company.  Upon  entry  of  such  goods  for  consumption  and  pay- 
ment of  duties  thereon,  they  will  be  considered  as  released  from  customs 
control.  Duties  need  not  be  paid,  however,  on  exhibits  sold,  which  cu-e  to 
remain  under  customs  control  and  be  exported  at  the  close  of  the  exposition 
under  customs  supervision. 

IX.  Goods  imported  in  excess  of  articles  installed  as  exhibits. — Any  mer- 
chandise imported  by  an  exhibitor  in  excess  of  the  articles  duly  installed  as 
exhibits  will  be  placed  and  retained  in  a  storage  warehouse  at  the  expense 
of  the  importer  until  duly  entered  for  exhibition  or  payment  of  duty  or 
exportation.  Withdrawals  of  merchandise  stored  under  these  conditions,  if 
made  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the  same  within  the  exposition,  will  be 
treated  as  nearly  as  practicable  under  the  provisions  for  entry  on  arrival  at 
the  first  port  of  entry,  and  no  duty  will  be  required  to  be  paid.  Such  mer- 
chandise must  be  dehvered  at  the  exposition  in  charge  of  a  customs  ofiicer. 

Goods  which  have  been  imported  by  exhibitors  in  excess  of  those  used  as 
exhibits  and  stored  on  their  account  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  for 
consumption  on  payment  of  duty  and  charges.  Whenever  duty-paid  goods 
of  this  class  shall  be  exported  without  having  left  the  custody  of  the  collector, 
the  duty  paid  thereon,  less  1  per  cent,  wiU  be  refunded.  Exhibits  entered  for 
exportation  without  payment  of  duty  are  not  subject  to  appraisement. 

X.  Separate  customs  papers  for  exposition  articles. — All  entries,  invoices, 
permits,  abstracts,  and  reports  relating  to  merchandise  imported  under  said 
act  of  September  18,  1913,  must  be  separately  made  and  must  be  stamped 
with  the  words  "Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition." 

XI.  Articles  for  use  in  theatrical  exhibitions. — Articles  brought  by  pro- 
prietors or  managers  of  theatrical  exhibitions  for  temporary  use  may  be 
entered  free  of  duty  upon  the  filing  of  satisfactory  bonds  for  their  exportation 
within  six  months  after  such  importation,  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  582 
of  the  tariff  act  of  October  3,  1913.    (T.  D.  33806.) 

XII.  Liability  for  losses. — It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  the 
United  States  is  not  liable  for  any  loss,  casualty,  or  injury  to  articles  imported 
as  exhibits  at  the  exposition,  nor  for  any  debt,  contract,  or  expense  incident 
to  the  transportation,  care,  or  treatment  of  such  merchandise.  ^ 

XIII.  Violations  of  law  and  regulations. — Any  attempt  to  take  advantage 
of  these  regulations  in  order  to  evade  the  tariff  laws  of  the  United  States  will 
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subject  the  offender  to  all  the  penalties  prescribed  by  those  laws,  including 
forfeiture  of  goods  and  fine  and  imprisonment. 

XIV.  Live  slock  and  other  animals  and  plant  exhibits. — So  far  as  applicable, 
these  regulations  shall  govern  the  importation  of  animaJ  and  plant  exhibits. 

XV.  Admission  of  animals  and  nursery  stock. — Regulations  governing 
the  admission  of  animals  and  nursery-  stock  under  the  various  statutes  within 
the  administrative  j  urisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  be  pre- 
scribed by  that  department,  to  whom  all  communications  in  connection  there- 
with should  be  addressed. 

XVI.  Exhibits  entered  for  transportation  in  bond. — .\rticles  comprised  in 
any  exhibit  at  the  said  exposition  and  entered  for  transportation  in  bond  to 
other  ports  must  be  appraised  and  the  duties  liquidated  at  San  Francisco, 
the  duty  to  be  collected  at  the  port  of  deUverN'. 

XVII.  Exhibits  for  transportation  and  exportation. — Exhibitors  shall 
notify  the  collector  of  customs  in  advance  of  the  proposed  packing  of  any 
exhibits  for  export  in  order  that  the  contents  of  packages  may  be  examined 
and  verified  by  the  customs  oflBcers. 

Exhibitors  shall  enter  such  exhibits  on  a  special  blank  form  of  entry  for 
transportation  and  exportation,  in  duplicate,  which  will  be  furnished  by  the 
collector  of  customs  upon  apphcation  therefor.  The  subsequent  proceed- 
ings shall  be  the  same  as  under  the  general  regulations  governing  the  trans- 
portation and  exportation  of  goods  in  bond.  Every  package,  howev  er,  before 
being  laden  for  transportation  shall  have  affixed  to  it  a  label  to  be  furnished 
by  the  coUector  upon  application,  bearing  the  following  form  to  be  filled  out:

XVIII.  No  allowance  on  account  of  thefts  or  depredations. — As  the  pro- 
tection of  property  at  the  said  exposition  devolves  upon  the  exposition 
authorities,  the  department  can  not  consider  claims  for  allowance  on  account 
of  losses  resulting  from  theft  or  depredations.  Duties  must,  therefore,  be 
paid  on  all  goods  which  are  claimed  to  have  been  stolen  or  which  are  not  on 
hand  and  withdrawn  for  exportation. 

XIX.  Articles  conditionally  free  of  duty. — Articles  which  are  conditionally 
free  of  duty  under  certain  provisions  of  the  tariff  act  of  October  3,  1913,  may 
be  withdrawn  for  consumption  without  the  payment  of  duty  upon  compliance 
with  the  regulations  imder  those  provisions  of  law. 
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Articles  and  materials  for  constructing,  installing  and  maintaining  foreign 
buildings  and  exhibits  at  the  exposition. 


XX.  General  conditions  for  free  entry. — Articles  and  materials  imported 
for  constructing,  installing,  and  maintaining  foreign  buildings  and  exhibits 
at  the  said  exposition  will  be  admitted  to  entry  free  of  duty  upon  compliance 
with  these  regulations  and  the  giving  of  a  bond  in  a  penal  sum  equal  to  double 
the  estimated  duties  conditioned  upon  their  use  for  such  purpose. 

XXI.  Invoicing,  transportation,  etc. — So  far  as  applicable  the  regulations 
herein  governing  the  labeling,  marking,  invoicing,  entry  at  port  of  first 
arrival,  and  transportation  and  entry  at  San  Francisco  of  exhibits,  shall  apply 
to  articles  and  materials  for  constructing,  installing,  and  maintaining  foreign 
buildings  and  exhibits  at  the  exposition. 

XXII.  Application  for  free  entry. — The  importer  or  his  duly  authorized 
agent  shall  file  with  the  collector  of  customs  at  San  Francisco  at  the  time  of 
making  entry  an  application  under  oath  in  substantially  the  following  form:

1.  Notification  of  Each  Shipment — and  a  separate  Notice  for  each  building — must 
be  luadc  upon  this  Form  and  mailed  to  the  Director  of  Exhibits,  Panama-Pacific  Inter- 

i national  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  U.  S.  A.  Commissioners-General,  or  Exhibitors,  will 
please  request  a  suflicient  number  of  forms  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  this  rule.  Where 
the  exhibit  is  to  be  installed  under  the  auspices  of  a  governmental  commission,  or  a  regu- 
larly organized  conmiittee,  this  notice  should  be  filled  and  forwarded  by  the  Gommissioner- 

i General  (or  his  representative)  or  the  executive  officer  of  the  Committee,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  not  by  individual  exhibitors. 

2.  To  be  of  value  this  Notice  must  be  received  by  the  Exposition  prior  to  the  arrival 
of  the  shipment  covered  thereby;  it  should  be  mailed,  therefore,  as  soon  as  the  information 
called  for  can  be  obtained,  to  the  end  that  it  may  reach  the  Exposition,  if  possible,  prior 
to  arrival  of  the  goods  at  the  first  United  States  port.  Where  exhibits  are  shipped  by 
water  through  to  San  Francisco,  it  is  hoped  that  this  notice  can  be  forwarded  on  a  vessel 
saihng  prior  to  the  one  carrying  the  exliibits. 

3.  No  blanks  are  provided  in  this  form  which  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary  to  fill  in 
order  that  prompt  delivery  of  goods  may  be  effected,  possible  loss  or  annoyance  to  the 
exhibitor  prevented,  and  free  return  of  exhibit  facilitated. 

4.  Do  not  combine  shipments  for  two  or  more  BUILDINGS  or  EX- 
It   HIBIT  PALACES  on  one  NOTICE  OF  SHIPMENT.    Bear  in  mind 

that  each  building  is  a  separate  and  distinct  delivery  point  and  make  a 
separate,  individual  Notice  of  Shipment  covering  packages  which  are  to  be 
dehvered  to  one  building. 

.5.  It  is  possible  that  in  many  cases  the  Railway  or  Ship's  Bill  of  Lading  will  cover  a 
large  number  of  packages  destined  to  various  buildings.  In  such  instances  make  separate 
individual  Notice  of  Shipment  covering  packages  for  each  building  and  attach  all  to 
the  Bill  of  Lading  and  Invoice  (see  Nos.  6  and  7  below),  forwarding  by  mail  immediately. 

6.  Original  Railway  or  Ship's  Bill  of  Lading  MUST  accompany  Notice 
of  Shipment. 

7.  A  copy  of  the  Invoice  covering  each  shipment — and  which  shall  be 
a  duplicate  of  the  invoice  also  forwarded  to  the  Collector  of  Customs  in  San 
Francisco — MUST  accompany  each  Bill  of  Lading  and  Notices  of  Shipment. 

8.  The  correct  billed  weight  of  each  shipment  and  the  amount  of  carrier 
charges,  steamship  and  railway,  prepaid,  must  be  shown.  Compliance  with 
this  will  save  annoyance,  expense  and  delay  now  and  hereafter.  Insist  that 
your  initial  Railway  or  Steamship  Agent  shall  endorse  on  each  Bill  of 
Lading  the  weight  and  the  amount  of  charges  prepaid.  This  information 
should  also  appear,  if  possible,  on  the  Notices  of  Shipment,  thereby  showing 
weight  and  prepay  on  packages  for  each  building. 

9.  Where  reference  is  made  above  and  on  the  face  of  Notice  of  Shipment  to  "Initial 
Railway  Carrier,"  "Original  Railway  Bill  of  Lading,"  etc.,  it  is  intended  to  apply  only  to 
those  exceptional  cases  where  a  shipment  may  be  billed  through  to  the  Exposition  from 
some  inland  point  in  the  country  of  origin,  and  is  not  initiated  (as  an  Exposition  shipment) 
at  a  seaport.    It  is  assumed  by  the  Exposition  that  the  great  majority  of  foreign  exhibits 
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will  be  consolidated  at  some  seaport  for  shipment  to  the  Exposition  and  that  the  carrier's 
biUing  will  initiate  with  the  Steamship  Company.  The  Notice  of  Shipment  Form  is 
designed  to  cover  all  cases,  however. 

10.  The  Agent,  Forwarder,  Consignee  or  Custom  House  Broker  who  is  authorized  to 
receive  the  shipment  at  the  Port  of  First  Arrival,  with  the  address  of  such  agent,  must  be 
shown  in  the  blank  provided. 

11.  It  is  earnestly  urged  upon  all  Commissioners-General,  or  foreign  exhibitors,  that 
arrangements  be  made  with  a  competent  forwarder  at  the  Port  of  Entry,  where  shipments 
are  to  enter  the  United  States  at  some  other  port  than  San  Francisco,  to  the  end  that  the 
transshipment  of  the  exhibits  may  be  made  promptly  and  systematically. 

12.  Where  shipments  are  routed  by  rail  from  the  Port  of  Entry  to  the  Exposition,  the 
loading  of  shipments  into  cars  at  such  port  should  be  carefully  supervised.  Packages  for 
various  buildings  must  not  be  mixed  in  one  car,  but  wherever  possible,  cars  should  be 
loaded  solidly  for  one  building.  For  example,  if  a  shipment  arriving  at  the  Port  of  Entry 
by  steamship  consists  of  two  carloads,  one-half  of  which  are  for  Agriculture  Building  and 
one-half  for  Manufactures  Building,  all  of  the  Agricultural  packages  should  be  loaded  in 
one  car  and  aU  of  the  Manufactures  packages  in  another.  This  will  hasten  and  facilitate 
delivery  and  reduce  expense,  and  agents  at  the  Port  of  Entry  should  be  instructed  carefully 
in  this  direction.  It  will  be  understood,  of  course,  that  the  above  will  not  apply  to  ship- 
ments that  do  not  occupy  sufficient  space  to  fill  a  car  and  must  therefore  be  shipped  as  less 
than  a  carload. 

13.  On  shipments  from  foreign  territory  contiguous  to  the  United  States  and  which 
will  come  through  to  destination  by  rail,  the  regulations  of  Paragraph  1'2  above  particu- 
larly apply.  On  shipments  from  such  territory  all  information  required  on  Notice  of 
Shipment  must  be  furnished  and  the  Number  and  Initials  of  the  car  or  cars  in  which  ship- 
ment is  forwarded  must  be  inserted  in  the  blank  provided  for  "Name  of  Initial  Carrier." 

14.  The  Exposition  has  compiled  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  exhibitors  a 
booklet  of  General  Rules  and  Regulations  covering  the  shipment  of  Foreign  Exhibits  to 
and  from  the  Exposition.  This  booklet  incorporates  in  detail  both  the  regulations  of  the 
Exposition  and  those  prescribed  by  the  United  States  Customs,  and  should  be  carefully 
read.  A  copy  will  be  mailed  upon  request  to  anyone  interested,  and  a  supply  of  the  book- 
lets has  been  forwarded  each  of  the  various  Commissioners  representing  foreign  governments. 

15.  The  co-operation  of  Commissioners-General  and  all  foreign  exhibitors  is  earnestly 
asked,  to  see  that  this  Notice  of  Shipment  is  properly  filled  and  forwarded  in  each  instance 
and  that  the  instructions  above  and  the  Regulations  referred  to  are  carefully  read  and 
followed.  Such  compUance  will  prevent  delay,  expense  and  annoyance  to  all  exhibitors 
and  facilitate  greatly  the  securing  of  free  return  on  such  shipments  as  are  entitled  thereto.
